1 . The supplemental Notice of Allowance is in response to the IDS filed on April 18, 
2006, brought to the examinees attention by applicants "REQUEST FOR INITIALED 
FORM PTO-1449" received on May 1, 2006.

Some references, such as JP 401 142892 A, seem particularly relevant to the 
claims, but it is not clear whether the claim features that are not explicitly taught by the 
translated abstracts (such as input selection by a user) are present in the untranslated 
portions of the references. In addition, neither of the references cited as relevant to 
claims 1-6 of the counterpart application in the copy of the foreign search report 
submitted on April 18, 2006 have been listed on an IDS or submitted therewith.
